Court Disbars Shelbyville Lawyer 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — The sexual activities of a 
lawyer are his own business unless they threaten “the 
integrity of the judicial system and its officers,” the 
Indiana Supreme Court said Thursday in suspending a 
Shelbyville lawyer 
The high court suspended Jack R, Wood from the 
practice of law for one year, beginning Feb. I. 
Wood was accused of twice asking female clients to 
pose nude for photographs in exchange for payment of 
legal fees Wood, the high court said, had another client 
willing to buy nude photographs The court also said 
Wood had relations with one of the women and made 
advances to the second 
“This court does not, cannot and will not attem pt to 
establish guidelines for the sexual activities of the 
members (rf the bench and b ar,” the Supreme Court said 
in its order “Yet this court, under the Constitution of 
the State of Indiadna, is given the responsibility of the 
preservation of the integrity of the judicial system and 
its officers.” 
“ When the sexual activities of an attorney involve 
conduct which demonstrates an unfitness to practice 
law. this court has no alternative but to meet its 
responsibility and impose discipline, if appropriate,” the 
order said. 
"We are not unmindful of the detrimental effect the 
publication of this opinion will bring to the respondent s 
legal practice,” the court said. “ In the long run it will 
be this public response to the respondent's acts which 
will have the greatest im pact.” 
But, the court said, “to preserve the integrity of the 
legal profession and provide a sufficient deterrent to the 
liar in general, a substantial period of suspension is 
w arranted ” 


Surgical Records May Provide Lead 


FOWLER, Ind (UPI) — Surgical records may help 
provide authorities with a clue to the identity of a slain 
woman whose decomposed body was found near here ll 
weeks ago 
Sgt 
Robert Fox of the Indiana State Police said 
Thursday the probe continues into the slaying, although 
leads have been few and far between 
The body was found in a cornfield Oct. 8 by a Benton 
County farm er The body was wrapped in five layers of 
plastic and bound with furnace tape and clothes line It 
was inside a small box which also was taped and tied. 
An autopsy revealed cause of death was a bullet 
wound in the head. 
Fox said a check of FBI fingerprint records failed to 
produce an identification 
The sam e negative result 
cam e in a check of missing persons reports in Indiana 
and nearby states 
The next step, he said, was to check medical records 
throughout the Midwest The woman’s body bore a large 
surgical scar, the result af a right mastectomy. Fox said 
he was hopeful investigators will be able to identify the 
woman by checking the medical records 
The woman was 5-foot 3,170-180 pounds and had gray or 
frosted hair She wore a green pants suit and had no shoes

Surgical Approach to Organic Impotence 
Male impotence la a se lion* 
factor in the emotional makeup 
of those who are handicapped 
by IL Typical ai the doyens of 
letters that I receive is this one, 
which outlines the magnitude of 
the problem. 
“I am 44 years old and have 
been divorced for eight years. 
The divorce was a painful one. 
For the past eight years I have 
been afraid to make meaningful 
contacts with women. 
“I have now found someone I 
wish to marry, but cannot do so 
because of my fearful dread of 
being impotent. 
“Are there any operations 
that eau be performed to give 
me another chance at a normal 
life?" — Mr. H. C. S., Wash. 
Dear Mr. S.: 
The impact of a divorce may 
affect the emotional com­ 
petence of a person to a point 
where potency is temporarily 
impaired. 
When there is no obvious 
organic disease, before en­ 
tertaining a surgical approach 
to impotence, special!tats in the 
field make many psychological 
evaluations as part of a 
screening 
process. 
Con­ 
centrated psychotherapy is 
undertaken 
A complete evaluation ai the 
social structure is 
made. 
M arital 
disharmony 
and 
emotional 
conflicts 
are 
examined in an effort to pin­ 
point possible psychological 
reasons for impotence. 
When all of these have been 
exhausted, and no benefit ac­ 


crues to the patient, then the 
possibility of a surgical ap­ 
proach to this problem is 
considered. 
At the 
Mayo 
Clinic 
in 
Rochester, Minn., and in other 
major hospitals in the United 
States, 
the 
surgical 
management for impotence is 
being carefully studied. 
A number of operations have 
been designed, using an in­ 
flatable plastic penis as an 
implant 
The results of the im­ 
plantation have been most 
satisfactory in a sizable number 
of patients. A recent report 
from the Mayo Clinic states, 
“ The 
inflatable 
penile 
prosthesis has thus far proved 
to be a highly satisfactory 
method of treating organic 
impotence. Our experience has 
been limited to patients con­ 
sidered to have organic im­ 
potence. 
“Through careful patient 
screening and the cooperative 
efforts of a psychiatrist we have 
been able to avoid implanting 
the device with patients of deep­ 
seated emotional problems’’ 
A great many modifications 
of the surgical technique are 
being 
made. 
A 
team

engineers and surgeons is now 
perfecting the devices that will 
eventually make a great con­

Color Deadlock

GENEVA, Switzerland 
(UPI) 
— The 
Rhodesia Conference ended as it began — in 
total deadlock between blacks and whites 
with Britain unable to duck her last major- 
colonial responsibility. 
In fact it was not a conference at all. It 
was two months of the British ambassador 
to the United Nations, Ivor Richard, seeking 
in private meetings to find some common 
ground among the rival black contenders for 
power when Rhodesia comes under majority 
African rule. 


It 
began in September 
when 
Henry 
Kissinger, as his last big initiative as U S 
secretary of state, produced proposals for a 
peaceful switch from while minority to 
black majority rule in the breakaway 
British colony. 


With British backing, Kissinger proposed a 
two-year transition period with blacks and 
whites on equal terms to draft a new 
constitution and share control of the country 
until independence day 
But it was not nearly as simple as that as 
britain found out as soon as it formally 
opened the conference on Oct 28 
Rhodesian Premier lan Smith refused to 
discuss anything except the Kissinger plan 
— which would have allowed the whites to 
maintain the crucial defense and security 
ministries. 
The four black nationalist leaders invited 
by Britain for their part were openly 


scornful of each other in public while hostile 
in their formal position papers 
Bishop Abel Muzorewa, the nationalist 
with the widest black support in Rhodesia, 
demanded immediate elections to pick an 
interim prime minister 
Ndabaningi Sithole wanted a transitional 
government of all nationalist leaders to 
ensure himself a place near the top. 
Militant Robert Mugabe and the more 
moderate Joshua Nkomo, uneasy and rival 
partners in a “Patriotic Front," argued for 
immediate Dower without elections. 
But alt the black leaders agreeu on one 
point that Britain as the colonial power 
should play a direct supervisory role. 
Smith said he wants no such British 
presence and made no effort to hide his 
belief that “Britain has sold us down the 
drain," 
as 
he

Apart 
from 
simply 
setting

conference, 
issuing 
the invitations 
and 
providing the chairman and secretariat, 
British involvement came reluctantly. 
The first concession came when Richard 
gave in to demands by Mugabe and Nkomo 
that Britain fix a definite date for majority 
rule independence.

Callaghan to set March I, 1978, as the 
deadline — with majority rule earlier if 
possible

WASHINGTON (UPI) - We have in this 
country two types of movie ratings, one 
artistic the other based on moral standards. 
Artistic raters generally use stars. Four 
stars for smasheroo, three stars for socko, 
two stars the equivalent of E for-effort 
including extra points for neatness and one 
star an out-and-out clinker. 
Morality raters, on the other hand, use 
alphabetical symbols: G for g e n e r a l 
audiences, 
GP 
for 
parental 
guidance 
suggested, R for restricted and X for 
wowee! 
The letter system, however, has been gr­ 
eatly expanded and refined by a film review 
board in Dallas. Its ratings include S for 
explicit sex, V for excessive violence, D for- 
drugs, L for rough language and N for 
nudity. 
And just the other day the board adopted 
yet another classification: P for perversion. 
I believe the Dallas system is the wave of 
the future, mainly because it works two 
ways. It not only can help you decide what 
pictures you don’t want to see, it may also 
be 
instrumental 
in 
determining 
what 
pictures you do want to see. 
When a picture is simply rated X, you 
don’t 
know 
why 
it 
received 
t h a t 
classification. If, for example, you went to 
an Xrated film expecting to get an eyeful of 
sex and nudity and all you got was violence 
and drugs, you would be disappointed. 
By the same token, a moviegoer who is 
offended by sex and nudity on the screen 


might find drugs and violence perfectly 
acceptable. 
So giving a film a VD rating would be 
doing both of you a favor. 
I’d even like to see this system carried a 
couple of steps further. 
The perversion symbol, for example, 
doesn’t indicate the type of kinkiness 
involved. It could be broadened to include P- 
SM for sado-masochism or maybe P FF for 
foot fetishism. 
Additionally, I would like to see the letter 
system applied to artistic and well as 
morality ratings. Those stars just don’t give 
you adequate warning about a picture. 
Movie critics should have no trouble 
working up a more meaningful set of 
symbols. Here are a few categories that 
might be included: 
SP — Subtle plot. Film has murky stoiy 
line that never quite spells out who is doing 
what to whom and why. The effect is similar 
to driving in a rainstorm with a broken 
windshield wiper. 
HM — Hidden meaning. What you see is 
not what you get. Rather, the story unfolds 
on two levels, the second of which is merely 
implied and leaves the viewer feeling that 
he must have missed something when he 
went out for popcorn. 
LE — Loose ends. Film ends without a 
firm resolution of the situation, leaving 
viewers to draw their own conclusions as to 
what happens next. This frequently leads to 
family arguments that may include V, L or 
both (VL).

Marijuana Reform

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Unlike the 1972 
presidential campaign, the issue of the 
reform of marijuana laws was not a big 
issue in the recent campaign, nor, like the 
issue of amnesty, is it one 
the new 
administration is expected to give a high 
priority 
But advocates of marijuana law reform — 
reform aimed at loosening the criminal 
penalties surrounding the private use of pot 
— believe they now have the ammunition to 
force a major change in the way marijuana 
is treated by the federal government 
Under current federal law, marijuana is 
classified as a “schedule one” dangerous 
drug with no known medical use and, like 
heroin, is a prohibited substance. 
The ammunition came in the form of a 
court decision in the District of Columbia 
where Robert Randall, a 28-year-old speech 
teacher, 
was 
acquitted on 
charges of 
possession of marijuana on the grounds that 
he had a medical and therefore legal 
necessity for the drug 
“The Randall case is the convincing piece 
of evidence that will force a reclassification 
of marijuana,” says Keith Stroup, director 
of the National Organization for the Reform 
of Marijuana Laws 
NORML has been in the courts since 1972 
arguing that the Department of Health. 
Education 
and 
Welfare 
should 
h o l d 
reclassification hearings In early December 
they argued their case once again between 
the U S. Court of Appeals in Washington. 
using the Randall precedent, and Stroup was 
p was confident the court would direct the 
hearings be held 
Randall, buttressed by medical testimony, 
argued that he suffers from glaucoma - an 
eye disease 
that 
inevitably 
results 
in 
blindness — but thai smoking marijuana 
successfully retarded the advancement of 
the disease 
“There will be a serious effort to force the 
reclassification of marijuana this year,” 
Stroup said, "either through administrative 
action, with the Drug E n f o r c e m e n t 
Administration 
acting, 
or 
through 
a 


congressional amendment if the DEA drags 
its feet too long ” 


In reclassification, the reform advocates 
would like marijuana set as a schedule five 
drug — the equivalent of over-thecounter 


cough syrups — but would be happy with 
even a slightly tougher reclassification 
which would make the drug available by 
prescription for therapeutic use 


“Equally important,” says Stroup, “the 
issue of imagery has now been decided in 
our favor. People are awakened to the fact 
that marijuana is not the degenerative drug 
the propaganda has always said but that it 
may be a helpful drug.” 


He said there would be decriminalization 
legislation would be introduced in some 3034 
states after the first of the year and that 
Randall would be testifying in many of 
them. 
Eight 
states 
already 
h a v e 
decriminalization laws which r e m o v e 
criminal penalties for possession of small 
amounts of marijuana fur private use 


NOKML has also been in touch with the 
President-elect Jimmy Carter’s transition 
team, reminding them of Carter’s campaign 
position

decriminalization 
and 
urging 
“that the Carter administration 
assume a leadership role in decriminalizing 
minor marijuana offenses under federal 
law.” 


While Stroup is confident that perhaps as

elections, he said “many states will not 
change their marijuana laws so long as the

NEW YORK (UPI) — Ian 
Andersen is a gambler Anyone 
who writes a book at the risk of 
losing a job that pays $1,000 an 
hour has to be. 
Not to mention the ‘freebies” 
that 
go 
with 
it 
— 
air 
that go with it—air trans­ 
portation, 
accom m odations 
at top hotels, gourmet meals 
Rothschild (1959) class. 
All courtesy of the folks who 
are convinced he is a loser. 
Ian Andersen — for obvious 
reasons, not his real name — 
makes 
his 
living 
playing 
blackjack, 
and 
those 
free- 
spending 
folks are the 
Las 
Vegas casinos who are making 
his career pay off in the six- 
figure range each year. 
They don't even know it, he 
says. “I act like a loser.” And 
that’s a casino’s favorite sort of 
person 
“They really feel sorry for 
m e,” says 
Andersen. 
“They 
want me to win — and they go 
out of their way to help ” 
That, in fact, is what his 
book, “Turning the Tables on 
I>as Vegas,” (Vanguard Press, 
$10) is about — how he makes 
that kind of money and how 
you, 
properly 
trained 
and 
properly self-disciplined, can do 
the same. 
There are the inevitable news 
and television interviews, and 
the photographs, and with each 
Andersen runs a risk — that of 
being unmasked, of having the 
casinos find out their pigeon is 
actually a cat grown fat at 
their expense 
“If the casinos figure out who 
I am ,” he said between bites of 
a roast beef sandwich, "the 
book will have amounted to a 
grievous error.” 
Grievous 
error, 
indeed 
It 
would 
mean, 
he 
says, 
his 
banishment — perhaps for life 
— from every casino in Las 
Vegas. From golden egg to 
cooked goose. 
Andersen says he wins about 
$1,000 an hour for the average 
of 30 hours a month he puts in 
at 
the 
tables 
He 
speaks 
vaguely of “six figures” when 
asked how much a year he 
pulls in, but it doesn’t take 
much arithmetic to figure that 
at $200,000, perhaps better 
Depending, of course, how 
many 
weeks 
or 
months 
he 
takes off to fly to Paris to buy 
Pierre Cardin suits and the 
like 
Aren’t the casinos going to be 
more than a bit curious when 
he 
shows 
up 
on 
television 
promoting a book that can beat 
their system, and proclaiming 
himself a wealthy example of 
how it can be done? 
“What you see isn’t really 
m e,” he says, leaning slightly 
over the table. 
What the interviewer sees is 
a slender, 40ish-looking man 
(he's actually 38), dark hair 
slightly graying at the temples, 
moustache, eyebrows perhaps a 
bit 
heavy, 
eyes 
shaded 
by 


octagonal-framed glasses that 
are thick and tinted. 
A 
closer 
look, 
and 
the 
pancake makeup is evident, as 
is the work of an eyebrow 
pencil. Perhaps the gray of the 
hair, too, came from a bottle. 
Andersen was born in New 
York city and grew up 
in 
Minnesota, but he can and does 
use a soft Southern drawl that 
rings true. 
An 
effective 
disguise 
— 
except for the hands He looks 
almost self-consciously at the 
pianistlike fingers. 
“I guess I’ll just have to hide 
them on television,” he laughs. 
He flatly refuses to disclose 
his real name — the one he can 
and must play under in Las 
Vegas. 
But 
why 
write 
a 
book 
anyw ay? Why run the risk, 
with all it entails? 
“Money,” he says simply. 
Andersen made his first trip 
to Las Vegas IO years ago. It 
was 
a 
disaster. 
What 
he 
learned quickly was that it’s 
one thing to beat the system. 
Being allowed 
to 
do 
so 
is 
something else again 
Blackjack, or twenty-one, pits 
player 
against 
dealer 
The 
name of the game is to get 
closest to a total count of 21 
(aces count one or ll, face 
cards IO, other cards at face 
value) without exceeding it, or 
“busting.” 
There are several books on 
the subject winning system s at 
blackjack, most of them involv­ 
ing 
a 
player’s 
keeping 
a 
general count of the number of 
aces and face cards left in the 
deck Andersen says a surplus 
of nines, 10s and aces in the 
deck 
favors 
the 
player. 
A 
surplus of sm all-value cards 
favors the house 
Armed with that knowledge, 
a copy of Dr Edward Thorp’s 
"Beat The Dealer" and stake 
money, Andersen headed for 
the Las Vegas casinos. 
What he learned quickly was 
that “counters" — players who 
use a counting system to keep 
tabs on the condition of the 
deck 
are 
slightly 
less 
popular than bubonic plague at 
the tables 
At the first casino, he had 
played about two hours arid 
increased his investment eight­ 
fold. 
Then 
the 
pit 
floss 
appeared: “Cash in your chips 


and leave. Oh, and one more 
thing — don’t come back.” 
Day after day, casino after 
casino, it was the same theme 
— a bit of play, then a request 
to leave. 
Whether 
Andersen 
was winning or losing made no 
difference. The key was the 
fact he was “counting.” 
“I had been in Las Vegas 
only IO days and I was already 
running out of places to play,” 
says Andersen. 
Tired and depressed, he left 
Las Vegas and did not return 
for six years. It was apparent 
that 
he 
needed 
a 
“ total 
strategy” system of play — a 
method 
of 
employing 
the 
“counting” technique but with 
out getting caught at it. 
What tips off the casino? 
Andersen studied counters and 
found 
the 
typical 
one 
acts 
guilty, tends to sneak in and 
out of casinos,.uses a deliberate 
betting pattern, looks the part 
of a card hustler. Even his 
tendency 
to 
stack 
chips 
in 
perfect piles can be a givea­ 
way. 


The answer: Do the opposite, 
and “behave in a nonchalant, 
natural 
manner 
to 
avoid 
suspicion.” 
He makes friends with casino 
personnel. He varies his betting 
patterns. He limits his play to 
no more than a couple of hours 
at a time. 
But 
most 
of 
all, 
says 
Andersen, “I want to act like a 
loser — like a high roller.” 
That s the type of player who is 
capable 
o f losing 
tens 
of 
thousands of dollars — and, 
naturally, the sort the casino 
bends 
over 
backwards 
to 
please. 


Andersen keeps his winnings 
discreetly 
hidden 
(pocketing 
chips is one way), and makes a 
production of it when he loses 
One 
pit 
boss, 
watching 
Andersen’s 
apparent 
losing 
ways, felt so sorry for him he 
gave the player a gift — a copy 
of Thorp s “Beat The Dealer,” 
in a plain brown wrapper. 


Because the casinos want him 
back, 
Andersen’s 
six-figure 
income is augmented by fringe 
benefits. 
As 
a 
"desirable 
custom er,” he says, he racks 
up more than $30,000 worth of 
fret* hotel accommodations per 
year
